She heard the clink 
of silverware and realized that there 
was a burglar in the house. Then she 
heard the man coming upstairs into the 
sitting room. A lHight in that room 
showed her the burglar’s face, but her 
impression was not such she could give 
a description of ft.

Spring avenue, was one of the main 
witnesses asainst her cousin, Miss Ma- 
bel Beland, the l7-year-old Chicago girl 
whose suit for $06,000 against Joun 
O'Neill, aged 74, prominent Chicago e.- 
gineer, alleging breech of. promise to 
marry, is now under advisement by the 
Court there. Mrs. Schwartz was. cau- 
tioned by Miss Beland’s friends to say 
nothing, but she went on the siand and 
showed tintypes of Miss Beland sit.ing 
on a young man’s lap. 

John O'Neill is now much in the pub- 
lic eye in Chicago as superintendeit of 
the great work of elevati al rali- 
road tracks in that city. The) girl, said 
to be extremely pretty, is sligi.tly re- 
lated to O'Neill and has liv.d at his 
nandsome home for some years, as his 
ward. She alleges that he pro ised 
to marry her, but has refused to do so. 

O’Neill declares he nevir sug e ied 
marriage to the girl, but that she 
brought the suit out of spite because 
he had had his sister come to live with 
him. Miss Beland had been his sole 
companion for a long time, he said, and 
resented the coming of his sister. She 
became angry and left, he said, and 
then filed the suit.

Mrs. Josephine Thiele of 2610 Laclede 
avenue is tHe mysterious star witness in 
the Leafgreen-Hioward suit, whose tes- 
timony is relied on to disprove’ the 
claim of Mrs. Mary Alameda Leafgreen, 
seeking to obiain a widow's share of 
the govv,000 estate of the late Laclede 
J. Howard, woalthy St. Louis brick 
manufacturer. . 

Mrs. Thiele has traveled nearly 
miles to identify Thomas J. 
Mayor of Tumwater, Wash., 
tnat he and not Laclede J. Howard was 
the man who, under the name of Henry 
Howard, married Mary Alameda Moore, 
now Mrs. Leafgreen, at Decatur, IIl., 
Jan. 8, 1883. 

Her entry into the Leafgreen-Howard 
case is said to have been che result of 
a strange coineddence. It was. while 
she was at the office of Johusuon, Hout,, 
Marlatt & Hawes on legal business that 
she first heard of it, in connection wich 
which depositions were then heing 
taken. 

When she learned that Mrs. Leafgreen 
formerly lived at Palmer she remarked 
that she, too, had come from that place, 
and her interest in the case was heighi- 
ened when she learned that the woman 
who said she was the widow of La- 
clede J. Howard was Mary Alameds 
Moore, whom she had known as a girl 
in Palmer. 

Her value as a possible witness in 
the case was not apparent at that time, 
and sne was not called upon to testify 
Juring the taking of the depositions. 


Trail Across Continent. 


In developing his case in hehalf of 
the Howard estate. Attorney George R. 
Johnson logked up the marriage rec- 
ords at Decatur, f1l., and found tnat 
the man who under the name of Henry 
Howard married Mary Alameda Moore 
had given his mother’s maiden name as 
Lida Schultz and her residence us Tay- 
iorville, Ill, 

Investigation at Taylorville unearthed 
a trail which Ied across the continent. 
It was found that Mrs. Lida Miller, 
whose maiden name was Schultz, was 
dead, but that the family was. well 
known there and th:-re was no lack 
of information as to Mrs. Schultz's rel- 
atives. lt was positively siated that the 
only son of Mrs. Schultz living in Jan- 
uary, 1883, was Thomas J. Miller. 

Friends in Tayiorviile said that Mil- 
ler had gone to Butte, Mont. The in- 
quiry was shifted to Butte. Miller had 
lived there several vears-and was prom- 
inent in public affairs. He left there 
to go to Seattle, Wash. 

Investigation at Seattle showed that 
he was one of the founders and Mayor 
of a little town called Tumwater near 
that city. 

At this point Mrs. Thiele came intu 
the case. Her interest in the deposi- 
lions had been heightened as the testi- 
mony progressed and she became con- 
vinced that the Howard mentioned by 
Mrs. Leafgreen was the man who, as 
Charles Howard, boarded with her at 
Palmer and married Mary Alameda 
Moore. She was induced to go to 
Washington to identify Thomas J. Mil-

The disappearance of ll-year-old Os- 
car Bayless vf Alton, part heir to a 
év0-acre island ir the Mississippi River, 
has Jeft his aged foster father, Jonn 
Beasley of: 217 Belle street, prostrated 
with grief and anxiety. 

An nae ie was made a year ago to 
kidnap the’ child. 

A telegram was received Thursday 
morning, signed ‘‘Rashke,"’ stating that 
the boy was with his father, Jose,h 
Bayless, of Little Rock, Ark., and an- 
other that night, signed with the name 
of the father, repeated this informa- 
tion. 

Oscar Bayless was the only child in 
the Beasley household, and was the joy 
of his foster futher. The latter is con- 
fined to his bed with nervousness, and 
expresses grave fears for the boy. 

Joseph Bayless, the bey's father, for- 
merly lived cn what is known as ‘‘Mis- 
souri Point,’ directly across the river 
from Alton. He moved to Alton four 
years ago, and soon after that his wife 
died, 

It was not long before Bay'‘ess decid- 
ed to marry a second time, and he 
agreed to give his son, Oacar, to Beas- 
ley, whom he had known and liked 
many years. Beasley himself was child- 
leas aud“he and his wife took the hoy 
and cared for him as their own. Two 
sisters, May and Leone, the former 
married, are now I{ving In Alton.. The 
younger girl lives with her sister. 

Joseph Bayless now has charge of a 
labor agency in Lijtt'e Rock. He moved 
to that place sOon after his second mar- 
riage. 

A STRANGEK APPEARED. 


A etfanger appeared Tuesday at the 
Beasley home, and struck up an ac- 
quaintanee with Oscar Bayless. He was 
a heavily built man of low stature and 
spoke English with a German accent 
Oscar ilked him at once. He gave the 
buy 25 cents to buy candy with. 

That night the stranger returned to 
the home. and without giving the credu- 
lous old man any name, entered into 
eenversation, saying he thought Oscar 
was a very bright boy. Beasley suspecteu 
rotaing, was flattered by the praise of 
his foster child, and invited the stranger 
into the house. The latter, in the con- 
versation which followed, said he was 
traveling through the country about Al- 
ton for a tebacco firm, and that he 
would be g’ad to have the youth accom- 
pany him. He returned every evening, 
he s:id, to A-ton. 


easley did not approve of the plan, 
aD... the foe was so eager that he at last 


eonsented. they 
stucted out. 

When night came and the stranger and 
boy did nof .ppear the fears of Beasley 
were excitec. He remembered that a 
year ago a stranger had come to the 
house and asked him fo allow the boy 
to travel with him, but went away when 
refused. and was not seen again. 

The telegram signed ‘“Bashke,’’ was 


the next information’ received of the 
child. It said: “Oscar is with his father 


in Little Rock.” 

Ficasley at once appealed to the Alton 
police. to aid him in searching for the 
buy. 

That night a second telegram was re- 
ceived, signed with the name of Joseph 
Bay’ess, and ‘dated from Little Roek. 
It was lengthy. It was the duty of the 
child's father. the telegram said, to care 
for him. He knew the foster father 
treated him well, but felt the parent was 
entitled to him.

Many of the large mercantile houses, 
tiriny of the endless delays and con- 
gestions of traffic, are today carrying by 
tentmas all their goods destined Bast, 
across the Bads Bridge and landing it 
into cars at East St. Louis, This saves 
a 2 hours’ delay. Many also are using 
the wagons of the St. Louls Transfer 
Co. This company has the carriage tno- 
nopoly at the Union Station and baggage 
besides its freight hauling 
service. Merchants pay to this company 
4 cents a hundred pounds for this service 
across the bridge; the railroads upon the 
other hand pay it 5 cents a hundred;’ 
Tho Wiggins Ferry Co. owns a large 
part of the Transfer stock which results 
that even in employing the wagon trans- 
fer, merchants are paying toll to the 
monopoly.

Mr. Vandiver, in an interview with a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent at Jeffer- 
son City, emphasized the fact that the 
order was for suspension and not revo- 
cation of the company’s license in Mis- 
sourl. The company could continue col- 
lecting premiums on old policies if the 
order were in effect. Mr. Vandiver 
Suys that at any time the company 
chooses to comply with his requirements 
for the return of campaign contributions 
to policy holders and the resignation 
of certain officers, his order will be va- 
cated.

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RELIEF FOR THE RUSSIAN JEWS. 

The calling of a mass meeting of the Jewish peo- 
ple of this city for next Sunday, to organize measures 
of relief for the persecuted Jews in Russia, is a wise 
and timely act and wil] undoubtedly receive the 
hearty support of all of our Jewish fellow citizens. 

But while the American Jews feel a peculiar sym- 
pathy for the persecuted members of their race in 
Russia, the movement to aid them will receive 
scarcely less sympathy on the part of citizens of all 
races and conditions. The appalling reports of Jew- 
ish massacres in Russia have shocked the civilized 
world. They are incredible and make one wonder 
what manner of people inhabit the parts of Russia 
where unoffending men, women and children are 
tortured and slaughtered.

The Russian authorities seem to be powerless to 
repress this brutality, and therefore expressions of 
sentiment will probably be of little value until order 
is restored and some kind of a government is estab- 
lished.

Twenty-Eight Hour Vigil in 
Wood in Respect for 
Laws.

WILLIAMSPORT, Pa., Nov. 1'.—After 
a vigil of 28 hours at the fovt of a 
tree in which a big, black bear had 
taken refuge, Clarence Ringler of 
Trout Run shot the animal at day- 
break.

Engravers. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World, 

PARIS, Nov. 10.—The clock .n the ante- 
room of the Ministry of Justice having 
stopped, a watchmaker this week took 
it to pieces, and was surprised to find 
engraved on one of the wheels this in- 
scription: “J. Joan Blanchet, this “22d 
Aug., 1792, saw the Sieur Danton pro- 
fane the emblem of divine kingship by 
breaking a fleur-de-lis, which so right- 
ly adorned the hand of this clock.” 

The inscription had been hitherto un- 
discovered. Danton at the time men- 
tioned was Minister of Justice, and it is 
known that the clock stood for over a 
century in the Minister’s private room. 

Presumably he was irritated by watch- 
ing the fleur-de-lis, which finished off 
the minute hand as in many clocks of 
the eighteenth century, slowly mark 
fleeting time as he sat at his desk, and 
on the day in question suddenly started 
up in a temper and broke the emblem 
off.2 The hand still shows a mark where 
it was mended .nd the fleur-de-lis re- 
adjusted. 

The Jean Blanchet who, in his respect 
for dethroned royalty, recorded his in- 
dignation at Danton’s act, is unknown, 
but it may be supposed to have been 
the watchmaker who mended the brok- 
en hand.

Bowie,”’ sole survivor of the Alamo, 
more than 100 years old, but still doing 
daily labor in a logging camp, was here 
to attend the funeral of Grand Sec- 
retary T. M. Reed of the Washing- 
ton Lodge of Masons. Bowie is a Ma- 
son and was raised within a Kentucky 
Lodge of Masons $4 years ago. That 
is certain. It has been checked up. 
Bowie’s story is that he is a cousin of 
the famous Col. Bowie, and that he was 
born in Kentucky. His prized posses- 
sion is a hand-made bowie knife of im- 
mense size, which he says the colonel 
gave him. Ele tells of being in the 
Alamo in 1333 when Santa Ana and 
his 1500 Mexicans surrounded and butch- 
ered 146 Texans and then killed the six 
who surrendered, March 6. That year 
Bowie claims to have escaped through 
a water pipe into which he crawled. 
He served in the Mexican war and is 
still drawing a pension from the Gov- 
ernment, despite the fact that during 
the civil war he fought on the Confed-

“Less Than $33,000.

NPpW YORK, Nov. 10—The general itn- 
pression that Uncle Sam's sailors make 
a business of getting drunk and staying 
Arunk when on shore leave 1s flatly con- 
tradicted by both officers and men in 
the service, with proofs given in sub- 
stantiation of the facts. 

The battl¢ship Maine, “Fighting Bob” 
Evans’ flagship, of the North Atlantic 
squadron has more than 7 men aboard, 
exclusive of officers, and according to 
the executive officer, Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Shoemaker, more than 700 «Oof 
these have not one bad conduct mark 
against them of any kind, putting them 
in the first conduct class, which means 
shore leave for them every other day, 
if they desire that privilege. 

The executive officer does not deny 
that in a crew of this size there is 
likely to be some few men who may 
want fo cause trouble, but they are 
largely in the minority. Mr. Shoemaker 
says that Rear Admiral Evans has put , 
all of the men of the fleet on their metal 
and Goes all possible to encourage them 
in their work, and it has gotten so that 
a Jackie returning on board under the 
influence of liquor is a rarity. During 
a cruise lasting three or four months 
they never see liquor of any kind, and 
where men who want to actually lose " f= 
all taste for it do so. : | a Te — 

Just Same Old Drink. : A em | 

Naturally, when the majority of them 
zo ashore after a cruise they want a 
drink and get it. A case was cited 
where a man who was discharg«d fiom 
the navy re-enlisted at another station 
under an assumed name, and it was not 
long before he returned*to his old hab- 
its, got drunk and tried to oreate dis- 
gension among the crew.

Their clothes are of the 
very best material, the cooking is first- 
class in every particu.ar, and before 
each meal is served out the ‘officer of 
the deck’ makes a personal inspection 
ef the food. Their quarters are kept. 
scrupulously clean, they are required to 
bathe regularly and a Jackie cannot be 
found aboard who has not a tooth brush 
and a. box of tooth powder of his own. 

“There are over 10,000 men in the 
North Atlantic fleet, and I would be 
willing to put those men against any 
10,000 men in the ordinary walks of life, 
who are civilians, and easily Pgh that 
the civilians would consume per cent 
more liquor than the Jackies during the 
same period of time. 

‘The few offenders there are in the 
navy today are invariably found to be 
those who _have previously committed 
some offense, and the officers are weed- 
ing out these-men from the service as 
rapidly as possible.
